In a farce of biblical proportions, Doncaster 
and Bassetlaw Hospitals NHS Trust continue 
to tread their lonely path as the only Trust in 
the entire country refusing to honour a na- 
tional agreement on terms and conditions.

Craft workers are among the lowest paid staff 
in the NHS and the Recruitment and Retention 
Premium (RRP) was intended to raise wages 
of qualified craftspeople up to a level com- 
parable with outside industry, and to ensure 
the NHS was not disadvantaged in the labour 
market. Without this payment, craft workers 
at Doncaster Royal, Bassetlaw and Montagu 
Hospitals are paid £3000 per annum less 
than their colleagues elsewhere in the NHS.

The 
judge concluded that the claimant had, ‘suf- 
fered an unlawful deduction from wages con- 
trary to the provisions of Part II of the Em-

Restrictions on legal advice at police sta- 
tions. 


Naturally our readers would never break the 
law or get into trouble with the police but as a 
matter of academic interest we thought we’d 
let you know about the latest government cuts 
to the rights of people who’ ve been arrested. 


Since 1986 everyone who was arrested was 
entitled to free legal advice from a solicitor of 
your choice. If you didn’t havea preferred so- 
licitor you could use a “Duty solicitor” drawn 
from a rota of criminal solicitors in the area. 
From 21st April this is no longer the case. 


Instead a new quango the Defence So- 
licitor Call Centre (DSCC) will decide if 
you deserve a solicitor or if you get ad- 
vice by telephone from a call centre - the 
Criminal Defence Service Direct (CDSD) 
which is not staffed by qualified solicitors. 


This is how it works. The police should ask 
you whether you want legal advice and if 
you have a preferred solicitor. They will then 
phone the (DSCC). Their rules say if you 
have been arrested for a non-imprisonable 
offence you will be given only phone advice

The second question is perhaps the bigger 
one — is Shayler actually ill, and if so does he 
himself genuinely believe he is the Messiah? 
He is certainly far from convincing in this 
role — footage of Shayler at his London press 
conference, especially when not aware he is 
being filmed, indicates not a man possessed 
with Messianic zeal, but instead suggests a 
nervous actor trying to remember his lines. 
Indeed Shayler quickly becomes crabby when 
asked awkward questions or heckled - people 
suffering from mental illness rarely have the 
sort of self-awarenesss Shayler still possesses.

Since 1986 everyone who was arrested was 
entitled to free legal advice from a solicitor of 
your choice. If you didn’t have a preferred so- 
licitor you could use a “Duty solicitor” drawn 
from a rota of criminal solicitors in the area. 
From 21st April this is no longer the case. 


Instead a new quango the Defence So- 
licitor Call Centre (DSCC) will decide if 
you deserve a solicitor or if you get ad- 
vice by telephone from a call centre - the 
Criminal Defence Service Direct (CDSD) 
which is not staffed by qualified solicitors. 


This is how it works. The police should ask 
you whether you want legal advice and if 
you have a preferred solicitor. They will then 
phone the (DSCC). Their rules say if you 
have been arrested for a non-imprisonable 
offence you will be given only phone advice 
unless you are to be interviewed, under 17 
or require a appropriate adult. However you 
have no way of influencing this decision. 
(you could ask for a Judicial Review by the 
High Court but it will be hard ‘cos you will 
be in the cells and can’t contact your lawyer) 


If the DSCC should deign to agree you 
getting a solicitor to attend the police sta- 
tion they will call either your brief or the 
duty solicitor. If they cannot contact your 
chosen solicitor within 2 hours they will 
contact the duty solicitor instead. Further 
changes under the guise of “best value” 
are in the pipline restricting the num- 
ber of law firms who get legal aid con- 
tracts reducing your choice yet more.

If your willing to pay for a 
solicitor you can still contact them direct.

They can negotiate contracts with 
outside firms who want products produced 
in prison workshops - your double-glaz- 
ing made at HMP Wolds and Blakenhurst 
or your electrical components assembled at 
HMP Lewes and Bedford. Governors can 
also set local variations in the basic rates of 
prisoner wages paid under the Incentives 
and Earned Privileges (IEP) scheme. Under

for wholesale to gardening centres; prisoners 
could be offered an integrated system of train- 
ing and education addressing the very real 
needs of the prisoners rather than the prison 
industries’ need to produce a profit. This inte- 
grated system would obviously need to include 
programmes to address the literacy and numer- 
acy skills that the majority of prisoners lack. 


One possible model for change within the 
workshop system of SPS Industries is that 


followed by the Barbed design company op- 
erating out of HMP Coldingley. This project 
was set up by the Howard League for Penal 
Reform as a social enterprise. It has trained 
and employs 9 inmates paid at minimum 
wage rates rather than the paltry rates paid 
to other prisoners. The workers even pay tax 
and NI contributions and are able to save to- 
wards their eventual release and contribute 
to a collective fund that donates to victim’s 
charities. The project also employs a highly 
skilled studio manager but there are no direc- 
tors exploiting a captive workforce to build 
their own private fortunes or shareholders to 
have pay dividends to. Instead all the prof- 
its go back into the project. Barbed is unique 
within the prison system but offers an innova- 
tive and controversial alternative to the tradi- 
tional model pursued by the prison industry. 


Some Facts 


“Thirty per cent of offenders were regular 
truants from school. Almost half of all male 


e more than 50 per cent of peo- 
ple on_ probation are unemployed. 
e according to the Home Office, lack of 
‘education, training and employment’ is 
the single greatest factor behind offending 
e this exceeds all other factors, including 
housing, relationships, drug and alcohol abuse 
e offenders released from prison without a 
job are twice as likely to re-offend as those 
released with employment already lined up. 


Clearly, by these figures the present prison 
regimes in England and Scotland are fail- 
ing. Yet what does both the present govern- 
ment and the Tories want to do? Increase 
investment in the prison system by build- 
ing more prisons and increase the rate of 
privatisation of the present prison stock to 
cope with the ever-rising prisoner numbers. 


This is plain stupid. The money should be go- 
ing into efforts to decrease offending rates. 
And the only way to do this is by tackling the 
training of prisoners and the provision of em- 
ployment for ex-offenders. 
The review of SPS Industries 
could just be the ideal oppor- 
tunity to turn the thinking of 
the prison industry on its head.

ANTIFA news from Poland 


Repressions against Anti-fascists in Bialystok 


Last year there was a period of serious increase in 
activity of local neonazis. From attacks on “unPol- 
ish” looking people, through to the desecration of 
a Jewish cemetery, monuments and local build- 
ings were covered with nazi slogans and these sort 
of events became daily bread in Bialystok. Lo- 
cal Anti-fascists didn’t leave this situation without 
reaction and decided to take matters into their 
own hands. Nazi slogans were painted over, thou- 
sands of Antifa stickers covered the city and nazi 
bandits themselves became the target of repeat- 
ed attacks. News about Antifa started spreading 
fast. This didn’t make the “guardians of law and 
order” very happy. Police began a campaign di- 
rected at local Antifa members-stop and search, 
detentions, the confiscating of legal self defence 
weapons and trying to fine people for their pos- 
session! There were attempts of psychological 
warfare (writing letters to parents of people 
etc.) and other sort of tactics aimed at intimidat- 
ing Anti-fascists and showing them who rules the 
city. In March a few people got their houses raid- 
ed, their computers and mobile phones were con- 
fiscated and they were presented with absurd 
charges, which were later overthrown. On the 13th 
of April 10 people were arrested on charges of as- 
saulting two nazi skinheads. Earlier that day one 
Antifa activist had been stabbed 5 times by nazi scum. 
During the arrests cops pretended not to notice a group 
of Nazis charging Antifa with drawn knives. All of the 
arrested Antifa activists were held over night and then 
released, but they have to pay about 450 pounds each of 
bail money and report to the police station once a week. 
All this clearly shows what many Antifas have 
known for years- that “guardians of law and or- 
der” stand on the opposite side of the barricade 
and we can expect nothing good from them. At the 
same time during interrogations a few people from 
Antifa had been offered deals if there was co-opera- 
tion and cops tried to sell stories about how they “also 
don’t like Nazis” etc. Of course those offers were ig- 
nored- after all our main slogan is ”against state, po- 
lice and Nazis”. Far right and guardian dogs eventu- 
ally always end up on the same side-more and more 
facts show ..that some Nazis.give information to po- 
lice and on this basis a few.people have been arrested.

Wroclaw 12/04- 
fascists try to march but they fail 


On the 12th of April two Polish nationalist organi- 
zations NOP (National Rebirth of Poland) and ONR 
(National-Radical Camp) held a march in the city of 
Wroclaw (South Poland). First they tried to legalize 
it under the pretext of “commemoration of national- 
ists killed by Communists and Nazi regimes” (how 
funny taking into account that lots of nazi skinheads 
were expected to turn up as well) but when they got 
refused they finally got it legalized, two days be- 
fore the march, by claiming the “commemoration of 
Katyn victims” (Katyn was a prison camp in Russia, 
where thousands of Polish P.O.W.s and policemen 
were executed by Soviets in 1940). Antifa wasn’t left 
with much time to mobilise. In the meantime a group 
called Young Socialists called for a legal counterdemon- 
stration. During the day about 200 fascists and some Na- 
zis turned up. The Anti-fascist counter-demonstration 
was small, about 30-40 people strong. There were also 
a few dozen militant anti-fascists from all over country 
hanging out in the area. A few times fascists were at- 
tacked, each time most of them legging it, unwilling 
to confront Antifa. One was hospitalised after being 
beaten unconscious by Antifas just moments before a

Following a nationalist internet forum Antifascists 
had been amused to read lots of fearful comments in- 
stead of the usual “antifa ha ha ha.” The best comment 
posted was of one nationalist saying “My doctor told 
me that my nose will never be the same again”. The 
liberal media were all in shock of what happened, be- 
cause it was anti-fascists openly attacking right wing- 
ers, not fitting into the criteria of helpless victims or 
righteous self-defence. Antifa has shown once again 
what militant resistance should look like and how suc- 
cessful it can be! At the moment there is money being 
organized for legal help and to cover bail costs but if 
you can help please do.
